The real object of Germany’s 
action is to start negotiations which 
will end the Ruhr occupation with 
the United States and Great Britain 
playing the role of peace makers. 
Germany is anxious to end the oc­

governments she is showing no will­ 
ingness to surrender to the French 
demands, hut she is

I n twenty-five years i H * * prettiest iron orc producing territ try 
in the United* States will be little rn ore than a dream, unless men 
improve methods by which ores of lower grades are given a com­ 
mercial value by a cheap means of separating the ore from tho 
waste materials that go with ii. 
Forethought has led men lo attempt to make these orcs 'alli­ 
able, and Northern Minnesota has reason to appreciate their ef­ 
forts. 
It is now announced that the process has been thoroughly 
tested with the assurance that these ores may take their place on 
the market in competition with olher'ores of a higher grade. 
The 
full production of the experiment, plant is used and a larger pro­ 
duction, which can only be made possible by extension of the mines 
and the magnetic machines that attract tfu* ore, is in demand.
